Copeland Says “Deliberate 
Thinking Is Going Out 
the Window.”’ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—Sena- 


tor Copeland (Dem.), New York, a 
physician and legislator, said today 
that “frayed nerves, lack of poise 
and general restlessness” led him 
to believe that Congress should ad- 
journ immediately. 


“I don’t think I have ever seen 
Congress in such bad shape,” Cope- 
land, who has been here 12 years, 
said. “Deliberate thinking is going 
out the window. We are tired.” 

Dr. George W. Calver, attending 
Capitol physician, said: 

“I am advising the legislators to 
get at least an hour of exercise a 
day; to be careful of their diet and 
particularly to edt larger propor- 
tions of fruits and fresh vegetables.

PARIS, July 12.—Col. Alfred 
Dreyfus, chief figure of one of the 
most famous trials in French his- 
tory, died today. He was 75 years 
old. 


Col. Dreyfus had been in serious 
condition from an ailment of the 
bladder for the last year, with 
nightmares of his captivity on 
Devil's Island haunting him up to 
the last. 

His wife, his son, Pierre, and his 
daughter, Jeanne, were at the 
deathbed, as was his daughter’s 
husband, Dr. Pierre Paul Levy, who 
attended him. 

The death was 
“peaceful.” 

Col. Dreyfus knew he was dying. 
He was conscious to the end but 
died without speaking. Mme. Drey- 
fus said he had long been “very 
tired.” 

Yesterday his condition seemed 
improved but he began failing to- 
day in the extreme heat of one of 
France’s hottest days of the sum- 
mer. He died at 5 p. m. 


Story of Dreyfus Case and Its In- 
fluence on French Politics. 
L’affaire Dreyfus—the Dreyfus 
case—extended over the 12-year pe- 
riod 1894-1906. For most of that 
time it was the chief issue in French 
public life. It was made possible, 
first, by the relations of suspicion 
and espionage existing between 
France and Germany, midway be- 
tween the invasion of 1870 and that 
of 1914; and second, by anti-Semit- 
ism, which made it easier to ac- 
cuse and convict Capt. Dreyfus, and 
more difficult to obtain a rehear- 
ing for him, than would have been 

the case with a non-Jew. 

Alfred Dreyfus was born Oct. 19, 
1859, in Mulhausen, Alsace. In his 
boyhood, his native province was 
onquered and annexed by Germany, 
and the family, choosing to retain 
French’ citizenship, removed ta 
Paris. He wa; educated in military 
institutions, and was attached to the 
General Staff, with the rank of 
Captain, at the time when the

How Case Developed. 


In September, 1894, the Intelli- 
gence Bureau of the French War 
Department, in the course of its 
spying on the German Embassy in 
Paris, obtained a document which 
showed that some French officer 
was selling information cf military 
value to the Germans. The docu-. 
ment, afterward known as the bor- 
dereau, bore a list of confidential 
military papers which the writer 
had delivered, or promised to deliv- 
er, to Col. Max von Schwartzkop- 
pen, German military attache. 

Being unsigned, the bordereau 
was turned over to handwriting ex- 
perts, while Maj. do Paty de Clam 
was detailed by his superiors to 
make an investigation within the 
War Department. Du Paty, who 
disliked and perhaps sincely sus- 
pected Capt. Dreyfus, obtained a 
copy of Dreyfus’ handwriting, 
through the device of dictating a 
letter to him. 

The two handwriting specimens 
had some points of similarity. Of 
five experts in chirography to whom 
they were submitted, two declared 
that the bordereau was in Capt. 
Dreyfus’ handwriting, and two that 
it was not. The fifth, M. Bertillon, 
inventor of the fingerprint system 
of identification, did not make so 
definite a declaration as the others, 
but his judgment was counted as 
being against Dreyfus. 


The arrest of Dreyfus, and the 
vain attempts of Du Paty to ob- 
tain a confession from him, fol- 
lowed. With the courtmartial ap- 
proaching, War Department offi- 
cials realized uneasily that the evi- 
dence at hand would not suffice 
for conviction. The preparation of 
the dossier, a collection of docu- 
ments not admissible as direct evi- 
dence, but tending to increase sus- 
picion ugainst the accused officer. 
followed. One of the dossier docu- 
ments was an intercepted letter 
from .the German attache, Von 
Schwartzkoppen, to the Italian mili- 
tary attache, which spoke of 
“Canaille D.” (the scoundrel D.) 
as having furnished a document of 
more interest to the Italian than 
to the German Government, which 
Von Schwartzkoppen had sent to 
the Italian officer. 

Von Schwartzkoppen, in his later 
published account of the Dreyfus 
case, said “Canaille D.” was one Du- 
bois, a civil employe of the War 
Department, who had sold some 
plans to Germany and Italy. But 
the coincidenc. in initials was most 
unfortunate for the accused Drey- 
fus. 


Verdict of Guilty. 


The dossier, with the “Canaille 
D.” letter and some documents 
which were afterward shown to 
have been forged, was submitted 
secretly to the president of the 
court, and was shown by him to the 
other members. Its existence was 
not made known to Dreyfus and

MAN KILLED WHEN 


SHERIF STUMBLES 
UN EXTORTIONISTS 


Unidentified Member of 
Gang Apparently Hit by 
Shots Fired at St. Charles 
County Officers. 


GUNMEN HAD SEIZED 
5 PERSONS ON FARM 


Owner, Tony Finazzo, 
Among Them — He and 


Tenant Identify Three Ar- 
rested as Suspects. 


One member of an extortion party 
was shot to death, apparently by 
his companions, at Tony Finazzo's 
farm, occupied by Vito Ventimiglia, 
near St. Paul, St. Charles County, 
last night, when the chance arrival 
of Sheriff Charles Phelps surprised 
the extortionists. 

The Sheriff and Deputy Joe 
Borgmeyer, looking for a Negro on 
a disturbance charge, drove into 
the farmhouse yard about 9 p. m. 


They were greeted by a volley of 
shots, and then saw men fleeing 
from the farm buildings, while Fi- 
nazzo and his son, and Ventimiglia 
and his wife and son appeared and 
told how five armed men had taken 
possession of the place. 

One of the men, appearing to be 
not more than 22 years old, lay 
near a farm building, shot in the 
chest and the groin. He died a few 
minutes after the Sheriff's arrival. 
His body, taken to Wentzville, has 
not been identified. 

Suspects Identified. 

Three men, subsequently identi- 
fied by the Finazzos and Ventimi- 
glias as having been among the ex- 
tortionists, were arrested at the St. 
Charles bridge when they sought a 
ride on a beer truck bound for St. 
Louis. 

The three said they were Angelo

Eleventh street; James Capasso, 37, 
who gave the Belcher Hotel as his 
address, and Elmer Neustaedter, 28, 
110 East Hancock street. Capasso 
and Neustaedter are former con- 
victs. Lombardo served a jail term 
on a liquor charge. 

Prosecuting Attorney Wentker, 
who questioned them, said nore 
would make a statement. Each of 
them demanded to see an attorney. 

The automobile of the extortion- 
ists, abandoned as they fled, was 
a Chrysler sedan which bore li- 
cense plates issued to T. Busalacki. 
The address given in the license 
records was that of a motor fi- 
nance company which held a mort- 
gage on the car. At the office of 
the company it was said that the 
car was owned by Tony Busalacki, 
who had given his address as 1204 
North Sixth street. 

Sheriff Phelps’ Story. 

Sheriff Phelps, telling today of 
the adventure of himself and his 
deputy, said: 

“We turned into the place, where 
a roadway leads between two dou- 
ble garages and to the farmhouse. 
Joe was driving. As we got near the 
garages, I saw two men and heard 
one of them shout, ‘stickup!’ Then 
the firing started. Some of the 
shots came from not more than 15 
feet away, and I feel sure that one 
bullet went through the open win- 
dows of our car. 

“In a few seconds, about 15 shots 
were fired. I believe four men were 
firing at us, from the right side of 
the road. Joe stopped the car, and 
the firing ceased, We got out, draw- 
ing our revolvers, but not firing, 
and saw men running toward the 
fields. We saw a man lying on the 
ground, and went up to him. He 
was lying face down. As I turned 
him over, he gasped and died. 

“A loaded revolver, which had 
not been fired, lay a few feet from 
him. 

“Tony Finazzo came out of 
garage ,and said, ‘you better 
help. There’s five of them.’ 
son Joe, came out, and then 
Ventimiglias.” 

Tells of Demand for $500. 

Mrs. Ventimigtia related that five 
men appeared at the place at 5 p. 
m. “A short man, with dark com- 
plexion, spoke for them,” she said. 
“He said either Vito or I must go 
to O’Fallon and phone to Tony Fi- 
nazzo in St. Louis to come out right 
away and bring $500. 

“I said I would have my son 
Frank take me to O’Fallon, but the 
man said no, I must go with one 
of them, or they would kill me. So 
one of the men drove me to O’Fal- 
lon, and I went into a place where 
there was a telephone, while the 
man waited outside, and called up 
Tony with the message. The man 
drove me back to the farm, then 
they put their car behind the ga- 
rage and waited for Tony to come.” 

Tony Finazzo’s son, Joseph Fi- 
nazzo, told what happened when 
he and his father arrived at the 
farm.

PACKING FIRM CITED 
UNDER WAGNER LAW 


Cudahy Co. Charged With Fail- 
ure to Accept Union as 
Agent of All Employes. 


By the Associated Press. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 12.— 
The Cudahy Brothers Co. was cited 
to the Federal Labor Board at 
Washington yesterday by N, S&S. 
Clark, of the Regional Labor Board, 
on complaint by a meat cutter's 
union, charging failure of the com- 
pany to grant the union rights guar- 
anteed under the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act. 

The complaint was made after 
George A. Billings, vice-president 
of the packing company, had noti- 
fied officers of the union, an 
American Federation, of Labor af- 
filiate, that it could not recognize 
the union as the sole bargaining 
agent for all employes. The union 
was named by a 595 to 270 vote of 
Cudahy workers to represent them 
in negotiations with the company. 

Clark said the case would pro- 
vide a test of the new Wagner act. 
He forwarded particulars in the 
case to Washington and said pro- 
ceedings probably would start be- 
fore the Regional Board. 

Union officials said they would 
not call a strike until it was defi- 
nitely decided that the union “could 
not obtain its objectives granted 
under the law without a walkout.”

STRIKE PARADE WITH GAS 


Guardsmen, With Auto Exhausts 
Spraying Fumes,

12.—One woman was killed and 19 
other persons wounded by gunfire 
and rocks during rioting tonight 
which climaxed Ulster’s celebration 
of the 245th anniversary of the 
Battle of Boyne. 

As part of the procession, which 
was celebrating the 245th anniver- 
sary of the Battle of the Boyne, 
reached the markets area, it was 
pelted with stones thrown from the 
sidewalks.

Immediately after the bolt struck, 
chemicals from a protective device 
were automatically spread over the 
top of the burning gasoline, 
gradually smothering the flames 
and creating large clouds of smoke. 
The gasoline was pumped from the 
bottom of the tank. Officers of the 
company said they were unable to 
estimate the loss. 

Heavy rains were reported at 
various sections-of the county. At 
Lambert St. Louis Field it was said 
an inch of rain had fallen. At 9:30 
a. m., heavy low clouds passed over 
the county and city, making it nec- 
essary for motorists to burn their 
headlights. 

Static electricity during the storm 
made 58 long-distance telephone 
lines: leading to Missouri and Illi- 
nois towns unusable, due to inter- 
ference.

The top of the en- 
velope gave way, permitting 375,000 
cubic feet of helium gas to escape 
and eliminating any possibility of 
a flight as planned. 

A crowd estimated at 50,000 lined 
the flight base bowl when the bal- 


mile trip into the city. For nearly 
three hours automobiles loaded with 
people left the rim and hundreds 
of cars remained. 
Investigation Planned Later. 

Capt. Albert W. Stevens, flight 
commander, said he had “absolute- 
ly no explanation” for the mishap. 
He added that an investigation 
would be made but that nothing 
would be done until later. 

A heavy dew covered the grass 
at the flight base and it was de- 
cided to. wait until it evaporated 
before unrolling the balloon. 

Spectators watching the prepara- 
tions for the flight said the balloon 
ground ropes suddenly slackened 
and the top of the bag opened like 
a paper sack exploding. The he 
lium rushed out in a blue haze. 
Pending investigation the mass 
of fabric was left untouched in 
the middle of the big illuminated 
ring where the dalloon was being 
prepared for the flight. 

Sergeant G. W. Money of the 
Army Air Corps at Scott Field, IL, 
one of the men who was workin 
on top of the gondola, descri 
the mishap. 

“I was working on a cross bar 
on top of the gondola,” he said, 
“Suddenly I felt the ropes slacken, 
The next thing I knew the whole 
fabric came down on me.”

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 12. 
—A three-judge Federal District 
Court held yesterday that “there 
was probable cause to believe” the 
AAA processing taxes were uncon- 
stitutional and refused to rescind 
a temporary order barring their 
collection from 14 large milling 
concerns and two co-plaintiffs. 
Denying the Government’s mo- 
tion to dismiss petitions of the 
companies, the court decided to 
hear their pleas for permanent in- 
junctions and a testing of the con- 
stitutionality of the Agricultural 


Adjustment Act at its September 
term. 

The court, which included Judges 
M. M. Joyce, Joseph Molyneaux and 
Gunnar H. Nordbye, gave the péti- 
tioners, several of whom had made 
an issue of only one month’s taxes, 
the right to apply for an extension 
of the injunctions to taxes due in 
subsequent months. The suits cov- 
ered more than $1,000,000 in taxes 
owed as of July 1. 

In refusing the request of United 
States District Attorney George 
Sullivan for the vacation of the 
temporary writs, the court said: 

“The so-called tax is imposed to 
raise funds, not for the support of 
goverhment but for the benefit of 
@ private class of individuals; it 
is an attempt on the part of the 
Federal government to regulate 
production within the states,” and 
“an unlawful delegation of legisla- 
tive authority to the executive of- 
ficers of the Government.” 

Pending amendments to the act, 
which, if passed, would deprive 
processing taxpayers of the right 
to contest such payments, figured 
in arguments and the court’s opin- 
ion. 

“With enactment of this proposed 
ay agree said the court, “there 
will be summarily withdrawn any 
such opportunity for legal remedy 
for a refund of taxes improperly 
assessed and paid. 

“Plaintiffs are placed in a di- 
lemma from which the only means 
of relief is invoking the equitable 
jurisdiction of this court. 

“Common prudence justifies the 
apprehension that the uncontro- 
verted status of the bill creates an 
imminent threat to the rights of 
these plaintiffs and therefore is 
presented an appropriate case for 

the exercise of the equitable pro- 
tection of the court.” 

In another place the court said: 
‘ “Tt would seem unnecessary to 
consider whether it would be 
within the constitutional power of 
Congress to prohibit equitable re- 
lief against collection of a tax 
while at the same time depriving 
the taxpayer of the right to bring 


suit for refund, or otherwise test: 


the legality of the collection.”

Former U. 8. Senator Pepper At- 
tacks Levy in Pennsylvania Hearing 
By the Associated Press. 

EASTON, Pa., July 12.—Argument 
was completed in Federal District 
Court yesterday in the suit of 11 
Pennsylvania packing firms against 
the hog processing tax.

The collapse of the balloon 
brought an abrupt end to 15 hours’ 
feverish activity in the rockbound 
bowl, 11 miles from here. 

After nearly six weeks of delay 
principally because of unsuitable 
weather, the stars was decided on 
yesterday noon. A crew of 300 
soldiers was summoned to inflate 
the bag. At midnight, while a 
crowd of thousands of persons 
watched from the cliffs 500 feet 
above, the force completed infla- 
tion. 

At 2:25 a. m., the balloon was in 
proper position and a crew started 
rolling the gondola beneath the bag. 
The next step was lashing the metal 
ball to the balloon by a network 
of ropes and webbing. It was while 
this task was being performed that 
the top of the fabric gave way. 

Meteorologists at the flight base 
had completed one wind direction 
test, and were preparing to make 
another when the collapse halted 
everything. Near the base a crew 
of newspaper men stood by, some 
of them waiting to follow the bag 
through the air by plane. The short 
wave radio hookup by which the 
balloon crew was to keep in contact 
with the ground was tested and 
ready, 

Before the collapse the helium 
was concentrated in the top of the 
bag, which was inflated to only 
about one-eighth its capacity of 
3,700,000 cubie feet. This was to 
allow for expansion in the sun’s 
heat. 

Purposes of Flight. 

The chief purpose of the proposed 
flight was the collection of data for 
study of the cosmic rays which 
bombard the earth from a myste- 
rious source. Although “cosmic ra- 
diation” has been known for more 
than 30 years, scientists are eager 
to learn more. 

Other purposes of the flight were 
to have been measurement of tem- 
perature. and barometric pressure 
changes, collection of samples of 
stratosphere air, spectrographic 
studies of sunlight and skylight, 
sky brightness, sun brightness and 
earth brightness, wind direction 
and velocity, electrical conductivity 
of the upper air, spore studies, ra- 
dio research and Others. Photo- 
graphic studies also were planned.

Martin Wagner, union president, 
said Attorney Roberts’ proposition 
was submitted to Otto without hav- 
ing been passed on by the strike 
committee. He said he was not pre- 
pared to discuss the additions the 
strike committee intended making 
in its newest proposition. 

Mayor Dickmann on Wednesday 
threatened to file with the Missouri 
Public Service Commission a com- 
plaint that the gas company had 
failed to live up to its franchise ob- 
ligations to maintain adequate serv- 
ice and read gas meters, unless the 
dispute was quickly terminated. 


APPEALS COURT UPHOLDS 
P, S. CO. DEAL WITH BANKS 


Sustains Denial of Incervention by 
Abraham Slupsky and F. A. 
Burow in Receivership. 


The decision of Federal Judge 
Davis in denying the petitions of 
Abraham Slupsky and F. A, Burow 
to intervene in the receivership suit 
against the Public Service Co. was 


upheld today in a decision written 
by Judge John B. Sanborn of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals and filed with the District 
Court. 

Slupsky contended that the street 
car company acted without author- 
ity in putting up $10,000,000 of the 
bonds of the United Railways, its 
predecessor, as collateral for a loan 
from St. Louis banks. The Appel- 
late Court held this was regular. 

Slupsky asked that the banks be 
restrained from selling the bonds 
and be required to surrender them 
to Henry W. Kiel, receiver, who be- 
came trustee after the Public Serv- 
ice Co. filed application for reor- 
ganization under the amended 
bankruptcy act. The loan was 
made by St. Louis banks, with the 
First National Bank as loan man- 
ager, in order that the Public Serv- 
ice Co. might acquire the United 
Railways. The purchase agreement 
provided for paymert and cancela- 
tion of United Railway bonds at 
regular intervals and Slupsky ob- 
jected to the retention of bonds by

HULLVERSON SUNT 
T0 FEDERAL COURT 


Removal of Lawyer’s $500,000 
Damage Case Obtained by 
Three Defendant Firms. 


The $500,000 damage suit of 
Everett Hullverson, attorney who is 
under investigation by the St. Louis 
Bar Committee, against eight cor- 
porations and several of their em- 
ployes, was removed to Federal 
Court today on application of three 
of the defendants, foreign corpora- 
tions. 

Hullverson filed the suit in State 
Circuit Court here last Friday, 
charging the defendants had con- 
spired to have him disbarred and 
discredited with the public. He had 
filed numerous personal injury dam- 
age suits against the defendant cor- 
porations, alleging their former 
workmen had acquired silicosis, a 
mineral dust disease of the lungs,

Removal of the cause to Federal 
Court served to prevent Hullverson 
from taking depositions of repre- 
sentatives of the defendant corpo- 
rations, who had been notified to 
appear at 10 a. m. before Special 
Commissioner Ernest Green. 

A section of the Federal Judicial 
Code provides for the taking of tes- 
timony by depositions before trial 
only when the witnesses live more 
than 100 miles from the place of 
trial. 

Application for the removal, 
which was approved by Circuit 
Judge Douglas, was made by at- 
torneys for three of the defendant 
corporations—the National Lead Co. 
of New Jersey, Pittsburgh Plate

TAXATION POLICY 


Issues Circular Letter De- 


nouncing Program as De- 
structive and Confisca- 


tory. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON July 12.—A na- 
tion-wide fight which business lead- 
ers are conducting against Presi- 
dent Roosevelts new tax policy 
drew expressions of apprehension 
today from some Democratic Legis- 
lators. 

They foresaw a new shower of 
telegrams pouring down or Capitol 
Hill as the result of the distribu- 
tion by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States of a statement 
attacking the tax program as de- 
structive, confiscatcry and a “per- 
version of the taxing power.” 

Democratic leaders denied rum- 
ors that the President’s program 
inheritance taxes, increased levies 
on gifts. and large incomes, and a 
graduated tax on corporate incomes 
would be delayed until a future 
session of Congress. They insisted 
that the program world be pushed 
through this session as agreed on in 
conferences between the President 
and legislators in charge of the bill. 

The chamber will follow up its 
nation-wide action by sending rep- 
resentatives to a House Ways and 
Means Committee hearing tomorrow 
to attack th ebill, 

Letter to Local Chambers. 

“The urgent need at the present 
time,” said a statement it sent to 
its 1500 member organizations, “is 
not more taxes on income but more 
income to tax. 

“More income means more pur- 
chasing power for consumers, and 
more revenues for the Government. 
Efforts to obtain restoration of the 
income that our people have en- 
joyed in past years are directly af- 
fected by the tax policies of govern- 
ment, 

“In view of the shrunken income, 
the losses yet to be recouped, and 
the present methods of imposing 
taxes, the rates and effects of gen- 
eral tax policies now in force al- 
ready bear too heavily upon the 
types of personal and corporate en- 
terprise that must be depended 
upon to produce recovery.” 

The statement, drafted by the 
chamber’s Committee on Federal 
Finance, contended that the Presi- 
dent’s proposals were destructive 
because based solely on the idea 
that large enterprises, estates and 
incomes should be taxed heavily 


said, did not pay sufficient atten- 
tion to the utility or economic value 
of aggregations of capital. 
“There are many instances 
throughout the country,” it said, 
“of the employment of fortunes in 
such a manner as assures employ- 
ment, stimulates development of 
whole sections and increases effi- 
ciency in production and distribu- 
tion with benefits to consumers. 
“Prudent use of the taxing power 
would limit it to the production of 
revenues sufficient to enable the 
Government to carry on its neces- 
sary functions. To attempt wide- 
reaching social effects through tax- 
ation involves the danger of and 
perversion of the taxing power.” 
The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, represented by Robert 
L. Lund of St. Louis; contended be- 
fore the House Ways and Means 


to put a progressive tax on cor- 
poration incomes and to tax divi- 
dends received by corporations to 
prevent evasion of the other tax, 
were unsound, 

He said, too, there could be no 
international currency stabilization 
until the budget was balanced be- 
cause other countries would fear 
that “extreme _ inflation” would 
“force this country to abandon any 
previously agreed on stabilization 
level.” 

“Redistribution of Poverty.”

The court- 
martial, considering both the bor- 
dereau and the dossier, gave a 
unanimous verdict of guilty. 


Before making the verdict pub- 
lic, the Secretary of War sought 
to obtain a confession, using Du 
Paty again in this effort. Even 
Du Paty was so impressec. by Drey- 
fus’ avowals of innocence that he 
is said to have exclaimed, “If you 
are innocent, you are the greatest 
martyr of all centuries.” 


The verdict of guilty carried the 
penalty of detention for life in a 
fortified area. In March, 1895, 
three months after his trial, Capt. 
Dreyfus was interned on Devil’s 
Island, off the coast of French 
Guiana, in equatorial South 
America. 

Capt. Dreyfus’ faithful wife and 
his brother, Mathieu Dreyfus, 
strove to obtain a review of the 
case, but were unable to find evi- 
dence which the military author- 
ities would consider. Such evidence 
was first discovered, in the fol- 
lowing year, by Col. Picquart of the 
War Department information 
bureau. Still preying on waste- 
baskets, or as von Schwartzkoppen 
insists in this instance, on mail 
boxes, the French secret agents dis- 
covered a letter written by von 
Schwartzkoppen to Major-Count 
Walsin Esterhazy, commander of a 
French infantry battalion. The 
contents of the letter indicated that 
Esterhazy was in the pay of the 
German officer. 

Von Schwartzkoppen, in his mem- 
ories written shortly before his 
death in 1917, and _ published in 
1930, said that Esterhazy was the 
French officer from which he had 
bought military secrets, and that he 
had never dealt with or known 
Dreyfus. Secret service discipline 
did not permit the German officer 
to tell this at the time when Drey- 
fus most needed help. So the case 
had to work itself out, first through 
the inquiries and protests of Pic- 
quart, then through the aid of 
journalists who became convinced 
that Dreyfus was a victim of in- 
justice. One of these journalists 
who actively aided Dreyfus was 
Georges Clemenceau, later War 
Premier of France. Clemenceau’s 
brother, Albert Clemenceau, became 
associated with M. Labori in the 
later legal advocacy of a rehearing 
for the prisoner of Devil's Island. 


Acquittal of Esterhazy. 

The General Staff, unwilling to 
admit the possibility of a mistake, 
was forced to order the court- 
martial of Esterhazy, but that of- 
ficer was acquitted. Two days after 
the acquittal, on Jan. 13, 1898, 
Emile Zola, famous novelist, pub- 
lished in the Joural l’Aurore his 
letter beginning “J’accuse” (I ac- 
cuse). It was an arraignment of 
the War Department authorities. 
Prosecution resulted, and Zola was 
sentenced to imprisonment, causing 
him to take refuge in England, 
while Picquart was actually im- 
prisoned for a time. 

Agitation in support of Dreyfus, 
in France and in other countries, 
led to the presentation by War 
Department officials, in 1898, of a 
document which seemed to incrim- 
inate Dreyfus, and which was said 
to’. have been newly’ discovered. 
When Dreyfus supporters brought 
forward evidence pointing to forg- 
ery in the preparation of this docu- 
ment, the officer who was said to 
have discovered the document, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Henry, was ar- 
rested and commited suicide. 

Steps leading to a new trial fol- 
lowed, and Dreyfus was taken 
back to France and arraigned at 
Rennes. The Rennes court-martial, 
by a vote of 5 to 2, found Dreyfus 
guilty, with extenuating circum- 
stances, and reduced his term of 
imprisonment to 10 years. This 
verdict satisfied no one, and 10 
days after it was rendered, on Sept. 
19, 1899, President Loubet pardoned 
Dreyfus. 

Reinstated in Army. 

After his liberation, Dreyfus and 
his friends continued to demand a 
new hearing and reversal of .the 
judgment of guilty. In 1906 the 
Court of Appeals quashed the judg- 
ments of the courts-martial, and a 
Government measure for his full 
reinstatement in the army, with the 
rank of Major of Artillery, was 
passed. 

Reinstated with a solemn parade, 
Dreyfus soon after retired from the 
army and went into. seclusion. 
While attending a funeral service 
for Zola, in the Pantheon in 1908, he 
was shot by an anti-Semitic fanatic, 
but his wound was slight. 

With the outbreak of the World 
War, Dreyfus volunteered for serv- 
ice and was assigned to duty in a 
fortress included in the defense of 
Paris. He was promoted to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. After the armis- 
tice he resumed his cloistered exist- 
ence in Paris. 

Only once thereafter did he mani- 
fest interest in the outside world. 
When the agitation over the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case was at its height he 
accepted membe:ship on a commit- 
tee of French intellectuals which 
drew up and forwarded to the Mas- 
sachusetts authorities a petition in 
favor of the two men.

DEDEAGATCH, Greece, July 12. 
~—A model concentration camp, to 
which political prisoners may bring 
their own household effects and 
wives, has been stablished in .his 
old port on the Aegean Sea. 

Most of the 12,000 inhabitants of 
Dedeagatch, which the Greeks re- 
named Alexandropolis, had been 
aligned against the Government in 
the Venizelos revolution which 
broke down in March. Bombs from 
Government airplanes killed sev- 
eral of these Thracians, who have 
been under Greek rule since the 
World War. Some revolutionists 
escaped by boats, but most of them 
were caught.

At the suggestion of the prisoners, 
their wives were permitted to pre- 
pare meals.

COLLECTIONS INCREASE 


$2,318,579 Higher Than Last 
Year in Eastern Missouri 
District. 


Federal liquor taxes for the East- 
ern Missouri District brought in a 
total of $2,318,579 more for the fis- 
cal year just ended than for the 
previous year, according to a com- 
plete table on taxes collected given 
out by Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue Sheehan yesterday. 

The totals from the liquor taxes 
for the year ending June 30 were 
$10,651,479. Last year they were 
$8,332,900. This made the liquor 
taxes the second largest revenue 
producing tax in this area, topped 
only by the corporation income tax, 
which brought in $13,399,092. 

Next best producer were the var- 
ious processing taxes which brought 
in’a total of $10,289,476, an increase 
of $1,882,178, over the previous year. 
The processing taxes thus brought 
in more than sales excise, or nui- 
sance taxes, which showed a drop 
of more than $2,500,000. They de- 
creased from $12,677,003 to $10,030,- 
980. 

Out of a total of 33 kinds of 
taxes levied, 23 showed an increase, 
and 10 a decrease, The grand total 
of taxes collected, previously an- 
nounced, was $63,793,641 as com- 
pared with $56,276,955 for the prey- 
ious year.

WIDOW OF OLIVER HERFORD 
NOTED WIT, ILL, PENNILESS 


Her Husband Died Week Ago, Also

NEW YORK, July 12.—The widow 
of one of the century’s greatest 
wits, Oliver Herford, is ill in a hos- 
pital and without funds, friends of 
the woman disclosed today. Her- 
ford, 72 years old, died only a week 
ago today. 

The poverty of the man who 
wrote two score volumes and innu- 
merable articles did not become 
known until his death. To the end, 
his tenacious pride warded off prof- 
ferings of devoted friends, who 
sought to ease the last days of his 
illness. 

With a trace of indignation, Ju- 
lian Street, lifelong friend of Her- 
ford, observed, “In England or 
France he would have been taken 
care of by the Government.” 

Born in England, Herford was 
regarded as the leading wit of New 
York at the turn of the century. 
British and American humorous 
publications carried contributions 
from his pen and brush for years.’ 

The writer, whose widow ig Mar- 
garet Regan Herford, counted 
among his close friends dozens oi 
leading lights in the literary world 
and on the stage.

WASHINGTON, July 12.— The 


American Federation of Labor as 
serted last night that “widespread 
wage reductions and lengthening of 
hours” immediately following the 
Supreme Court's NRA decision 
demonstrated the weakness of vol- 
untary codes. 

Within a few days, it said, more 
than a million workers were af- 
fected. While saying it was too 
early to measure the entire effect 
of the decision, the Federation add- 
ed that “this movement is steadily 
gathering force” and Labor Depart} 
ment statistics will show it soon. 

These statements were made in 
the Federation’s monthly survey of 
business, which listed as additional 
consequences of the decision: 

“Elimination of code regulations 
has brought a series of price de 
clines and a return to unfair com. 
petitive practices, which mean dif- 
ficult readjustment and, as a re 
sult, business activity continues at 
a low level.

“Meanwhile, business is funda- 
mentally in a far stronger position 
than it was a year ago and most 
observers expect gains by next fall 
which will lift production higher 
than at any time since 1929.”

FINAL ARGUMENTS 
BEGIN IN TACOMA 
KIDNAPING TRIAL 


Witness Against Charge 
She Had Part in Weyer- 


haeuser Abduction. 


By the Associated Press, 

TACOMA, Wash., July 12.--The 
defense in the kidnaping trial of 
Mrs. Margaret Thulin Waley rested 
its case today, with Mrs. Waley the 
only witness placed on the stand. 

Following a brief cross-examina- 
tion of Mrs. Waley, Assistant United 
States Attorney Owen P. Hughes be- 
gan a summation of the testimony 
submitted by the Government in ‘ts 
effort to prove Mrs. Waley guilty of 
kidnaping and conspiring to kidnap 
George Weyerhaeuser, 9-year-old 
heir to a Tacoma timber fortune. 

Denouncing what he _ said was 
Mrs. Waley’s effort to use the “Mor- 
mon religion” to avoid the criminal 
law of her country, Hughes de- 
manded her conviction under the 


Cochran kidnap and _ conspiracy 
‘law. Hughes assailed her conten- 
ition that her only participation in 
‘the case was “because she was 
‘reared in the Mormon faith and 
that it teaches absolute subjeciono' 
he husband.” 

Harmon W. Waley, 
husband of the defendant, 
taken to court from the McNeil Is- 
land Federal prison, where he is 
serving a 45-year term for his part 
in the kidnaping, was not called to 
testify in behalf of his wife. 

The 19-year-old defenadnt testi. 
| fied yesterday that the fugitive, 
William Dainard, alais Mahan, and | 
| her husband were solely responsible | 
| for the crime. She said she obeyed | 
|Dainard’s orders under threats of 
death. 
| “I was scared to do anything | 
else,” she replied to a question by | 
| her attorney, John F. Dore. 

Mrs. Waley appeared nervous. 
| throughout the questioning, seldom 
| glancing at her. attorney, never at 
'the jury.

| $200,000 ransom, The ransom was 
| paid eight days after the child was 
| seized. 

Direct examination ended a few 
-minutes before court adjourned for 
| the night, 
| Of Dainard, Mrs. Waley said: 
|'“He told me if I asked any ques- 
'tions, or if I let on like I knew 
| what was going on, he'd kill me, 
_and kill the boy and kill Harmon. 
_He showed me two guns.” 
| The two attempts she made to 
plead guilty to the _ kidnaping 
charge were inspired, she testified, 
by threats of Department of Jus- 
tice agents that if she did not they 
would have her tried under the 
Washington State law, which pro- 
vides: hanging for kidnaping. 

Her husband a former convict, 
listed as the next witness in her 
behalf, has been brought here from 
prison. 

Federal Judge E. E. Cushman 
refused to dismiss the kidnaping 
count against Mrs. Waley or to or- 
der a directed verdict of acquittal 
on a count of conspiring to kidnap 
the boy. He said the provision of 
the common law shielding a wife 
from prosecution if she acted un- 
der the influence of her husband, 
should not apply in “a heinous 
crime such as this.” 

Dore argued in behalf of his mo- 
tion that the boy's. testimony 
“wrecked the Government’s claim 
that he had been taken across a 
state line into Idaho, giving the 
Federal Government jurisdiction in 
the case. 

Child Identifies Pictures. 


The boy identified pictures of 
Waley and Dainard, described how 
he was chained in two pits, tied to 
a tree, held in the closet of the 
Spokane “hideout” house and fin- 
ally released near Issaquah, after 
his father, J. P. Weyerhaeuser Jr., 
had paid the ransom. 

Mrs. Waley said her early life in 
Salt Lake City had been marked by 
privation. She said she met Dai- 
nard there April 9. 

“Harmon brought him home,” she 
testified, “and introduced him to 
me as Davis. The afternoon he was 
introduced he told me he was a 
salesman for a stove company. As 
far as I knew he continued until I 
found out different in Spokane on 
May 26.” 

“How soon after meeting Davis 
did you leave Salt Lake?” Dore 
asked. “The following night. Da- 
vis said business was taking him 
away. He went to Spokane in an 
automobile.”

CONFEREES TO

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Con- 
cern was expressed in administra- 
tion circles today lest the Roose- 
velt social security program be 
“wrecked” by a dispute over ex- 
emption of private pension plans. 

Conferees are attempting to 
straighten out differences in the 
bill as passed by House and Sen- 
ate. For two weeks they have been 
tied up in a controversy over the 
Senate amendment to exempt com- 
panies and workers covered by pri- 
vate pension plans from the taxes 
to be levied for the nation-wide old 
age pension system. They met 
again today in an effort to work 
out a settlement. 

Informed Senators have forecast 
that the conferees will fail to agree 
and the dispute will have to be car- 
ried back to the two houses for 
settlement. From the administra- 
tion standpoint, however, this 
course presents some dangers, 

The House has not yet voted on 
the private pension amendment. It 
probably would be called on to vote 
first, and if the amendment should 
be approved it would be in the bill 
to stay. 

Critics of the amendment contend 
it would endanger the entire pro- 
gram and might bring a presiden- 
tial veto. They argue the amend- 
ment would permit private com- 
panies to keep their younger em- 
ployes in their private system and 
leave the older workers for the 
Government to carry. 

On the other hand, those sup- 
porting the amendment contend it 
would permit some existing private 
pension plans, which are more lib- 
eral than the proposed Government 
system, to continue in operation. 
They suggest that without the 
amendment these private systems, 
some of which have accumulated 
millions of dollars, would be junked. 
Then, if the Federal plan were de- 
clared invalid, the workers would 
be left unprotected. 

Some believe President Roosevelt 
may be called on to intervene to 
settle the dispute.

Cost of the special election or- 
dered for Sept. 10 on a $7,500,000 
bong issue for the proposed river- 
front memorial to Thomas Jeffer- 
son and the development of the 
West and an $800,000 issue for rail 
approaches to Municipal Bridge 
has been calculated by the Election 
Board at $133,427. Chairman 
Waechter of the board notified 
Comptroller Nolte of the estimate 
yesterday. The city must bear the 
cost from general funds. 

In aldermanic discussions of the 
bond election ordinance $60,000 was 
mentioned as the cost. Waechter, 
however, pointed out that this did 
not take account of the supple- 
mentary registration and canvass 
which would be required.

The United States Territorial Ex- 
pansion Memorial Commission has 
applied to the PWA for a $21,015,- 
000 grant for construction of the 
memorial.

ESCAPED CONVICT ARRESTED 
AS HE ARRIVES FROM ENGLAND 


Check of Fingerprints Reveals He 
Is Man Who Filed From 
Colorado in 1921. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—Robert 
Green, forger from Colorado sought 
for 14 years, was arrested here yes- 
terday as he arrived from England 
following deportation for failing to 
register as an alien. 

Green was caught through the ex- 
tensive fingerprint file of the De- 
partment of Justice in Washington, 
a Federal agent arrested him orig- 
inally on a charge of making false 
statements in applying for his pass- 
port but his fingerprints were 
checked as a matter of routine. 
Confronted with this identifica- 
tion, Green acknowledged he was 
the Robert Green who escaped from 
the Colorado State prison in 1921 
where he had been a trusty serving 
eight years for forgery. Green was 
sentenced in 1919. In 1918 he had 
been sentenced to a year and a day 
in prison in Texas on a Mann Act 
charge. Colorado authorities were 
notified of his capture. 

He was arraigned as_ Robert 
Green, alias Walker, alias Thomas 
J. Burke, alias Theodore Baxter, 
and held without bail, In Europe, 
under the pen name of Thomas 
Walker, he had syndicated news 
stories and pictures about the 
Ukraine.

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SPANISH DECREE LIFTS 
BAR ON CAPITAL EXPORTS 


Difficulty of Withdrawing Money 
Has Been Vexing Problem 
Especially to U. S. 
MADRID, July 12.—With promul- 
gation of a decree providing that 
capital hereafter brought into Spain 
may be exported, together with any 
accrued profits and interests, the 
Government took its first step to- 
ward solving an exchange problem 
which has vexed many countries, 

particularly the United States. 

The difficulty of withdrawing 
money brought into Spain had been 
the cause of much complaint. 

The decree reads as follows: 

Capital coming from abroad which 
hereafter may be imported for in- 
vestment or deposit in Spain, as well 
as its profits and interests, may be 
exported without restrictions in ac- 
cordance with the regulations es- 
tablished by the following articles: 

In order to secure authorization 
for the exportation of this capital, 


those concerned must present to the 
Exchange Control Board a certifi- 
cate of the importation of sums is- 
sued by the entity which affected 
transfer of the money involved. 

The Exchange Control Board shall 
have the authority to request in 
each case the establishment of what- 
ever proof may be necessary to 
show that the precepts of this de- 
cree have been fulfilled.

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GRAFT INQUIRIES 
SPLIT DEMOCRATIC 
FORCES IN IOWA 


Gov. Herring’s Organiza- 
tion, Which Upset G. O. 
P. in 1932 After 40 
Years, Falling Apart. 


FORMER SUPPORTERS 
PUSH INVESTIGATIONS 


Two of Them Began Move 
Which Resulted in Indict- 
ment of Attorney-Gener- 
al, 22 Others. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


SIOUX CITY, Ia., July 12.—The 
Iowa Democratic organization 
which upset the State’s traditional 
Republican majority in 1932 for 
the first time in 40 years and elect- 
ed a State administration headed 
by Gov. Clyde L. Herring is falling 
apart as a result of graft investi- 


gations pushed by former Demo- 
cratic supporters, presaging a bit- 
ter contest for nominations next 
year. 

Republican leaders find no little 
satisfaction in the work of the 
Woodbury County grand jury here 
which has indicted 23 persons, in- 
cluding Attorney-General Edward 
L. O’Connor and Walter Maley, his 
first assistant, who are charged 
with conspiracy in the operation of 
slot machines. Its investigation is 
continuing. 

Two Responsible for Inquiry. 


The two men responsible for 
bringing about the investigation 
are Charles F. Lytle, wealthy Sioux 
City contractor and former State 
Senator, and Verne Marshall, mili- 
tant editor of the Cedar Rapids 
Gazette. Both supported Herring 
and his administration in 1932 and 
again in 1934 when they were re- 
elected. 

Graft-fed political organizations 
of the Tammany order, common to 
many states which have large in- 
dustrial centers, have had no hold 
in Iowa. Des Moines is the largest 
city with 143,000 population; Sioux 
City is next with 80,000. Farm or- 
ganizations have the largest block 
of votes but they are interested 
primarily in agriculture rather than 
politics. 

There is a striking decentraliza- 
tion of political power. Instead of 
a few bosses with a large sphere of 
influence there are many local lead- 
ers. 

Lytle Out to “Clean Up” Party. 


Lytle, unsuccessful candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for the 
United States Senate in 1932 after 
he had served a term in the State 
Senate as a Republican, has been a 
substantial contributor to Demo- 
cratic campaign funds since he en- 
tered that party. His position is 
that it is the responsibility of the 
Democrats to remove its members

Lytle has made public correspond- 
ence with Gov. Herring demanding 
a special investigation of reported 
graft in other parts of the State as 
well as Sioux City. The find re- 
quest was made four months after 
Gov. Herring’s election in 1932 and 
when he failed to act on numerous 
subsequent requests, Lytle wrote 
him last May charging the Gov- 
ernor had “neither sufficient intes- 
tinal stamina nor inclination” to 
send impartial investigators. 

Gov Herring based his refusal 
partly on a statement by Attorney- 
General O’Connor, who said such an 
investigation was not needed. That 
was three months before O’Connor’s 
indictment. 

Starting as a penniless Iowa farm 
boy, Lytle built a fortune as a con- 
tractor, doing most of his work in 
other states, and as an oil operator 
in Texas. Although 66 years old he 
appears no more than 50. He lives 
simply, drives a small: automobile, 
but has a commodious air-condi- 
tioned office and owns two air- 
planes which he himself pilots. 


Special Investigator Hired. 


Marshall, also of independent 
means, employed a special investi- 
gator to obtain evidence of official 
graft and presented it to the Gov- 
ernor with another demand for a 
State investigation. 

In his early forties, Marshall has 
used his newspaper since his return 
from the World War to show up 
erring officials. Starting at Cedar 
Rapids, he improved the local gov- 
ernment there. Later he brought 
about cancelation of prison labor 
contracts by the Legislature and 
more recently obtained a legislative 
inquiry into expenditure of Univer- 
sity of Iowa funds. 

The special grand jury is being 
directed by H. M. Havner of Des 
Moines, former Attorney-General, 
and Ole T. Naglestead, for 16 years 
Woodbury County Attorney. Both 
are Republicans. Preceding them 
as special prosecutor was Carlos 
Goeltz of Sioux City, a Democrat, 
who resigned after some _  indict- 
ments had been returned. 


Two Officials Quit Under Fire. 


In addition to the indictment of 
O’Connor, Maley and others, Max F. 
Duckworth, Woodbury County At- 
torney, and Henry C. Kuhlmann, 
Commissioner in charge of the 
Sioux City Police Department, re- 
signed after hearing ouster proceed- 
ings had been started and evidence 
had been given to support charges 
of neglect of duty. 

Harold M. Cooper also resigned 
as chairmar. of the Iowa Liquor 
Control Board, following conviction 
at Celdar Rapids on a charge of 
illegal use of liquor seats, and Eu- 
gene J. Fueling quit as chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee 
after conviction for failing to report 
all campaign contributions. 


WOMAN WHO KILLED ABNORMAL 
SON DIES ALSO FROM GAS 


Found Unconscious With Body of 
Boy at Kalamazoo, She Suc- 
cumbs Later.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., July 12.— 
Mrs. Paul L. Tubbs, who killed her 
nine-year-old abnormal son, Jesse, 
died last night a victim of gas 
asphyxiation. 

Mrs. Tubbs was found unconscl- 
ous in her home last Saturday, with 
her son dead in her arms.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The 
possibility of a $10,000,000,000 cur- 
rency inflation in the administra- 
tion resolution forbidding suits 
against the Government for losses 
resulting from dollar devaluation 
was suggested by Senate Banking 
Committee members today but 
quickly denied by Treasury experts. 

The _ resolution, in addition to 
barring suits, would permit holders 
of gold clause Government obliga- 
tions to exchange them for cash 
regardless of their maturity date, 

Senator McAdoo (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and other committee members 
said this might result in the is- 
suance of $10,000,000,000 in new 
money. Treasury officials, how- 
ever, contended that the money 
would be obtained, if necessary, 
from the issuanceof  non-gold 
clause bonds. 

House Group Approves Bill. 

The House Banking Committee 
approved the resolution today, but 
the Senate group deferred action 
until Monday when Secretary Mor- 
genthau will be asked to appear to 
give his opinion on the effect of 
the. proposed legislation on Gov- 
ernment credit. Several members 
of the Senate committee and others 
have expressed fears it would de- 
stroy the credit of the United 
States. 

John G. Harlan, assistant general 
counsel of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, told the committee there 
were about $10,000,000,000 of gold 
clause Government obligations out- 
standing which would be affected 
by the clause in the bill providing 
for redemption. 

Harlan contended that the reso- 
lution did not authorize the issu- 
ance of any new currency. He said 
the Treasury would obtain the 
money by the issuance of new 
bonds, as it has obtained refunding 
money in the past. 

Suggestion of “Buyers’ Strike.” 

Senator Maloney (Dem.), Connec- 
ticut, suggested, however, that can- 
cellation of the right to sue for 
damages might create a “buyer's 
strike,” in which it would be impos- 
sible to float new bonds. 

Harlan contended also that in all 
probability only a small part of the 
outstanding 10 billion dollars would 
He presented for cash. 

Persisting in his questioning, Mc- 
Adoo asked, however, what would 
happen if all 10 billion dollars were 
presented and the Government 
could not obtain the money through 
the bond market. 

“Both assumptions are unreal.” J. 
G. Laylin, another Treasury attor- 
ney interjected. 

“Its conceivable,” McAdoo insist- 
ed, “that so many would be turned 
in that the bond market couldn’t 
absorb the new issues. 

“Then just pass another act re- 
pudiating this promise,” Senator 
Adams (Dem.), Colorado suggested 
sarcastically. 

Laylin replied it was “inconceiva- 
ble” all the bonds would be turned 
in because they are now selling 
above par, and carry higher inter- 
est than new ‘bond issues. 

The controversy ended there, but 
Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
said he was concerned over. the 
effect the resolution might have on 
Government credit and asked that 
Morgenthau be called to testify 
Monday.

NO LIFE, ‘AS WE KNOW IT,’ 
ON MARS, ASTRONOMERS FIND 


Oxygen in Planet’s Atmosphere Less 

Than 1 Per Cent of That in 

Earth’s, Commission Reports. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 12—The Interna- 
tional Astronomical Union heard 
from its commission on planets, 
comets and satellites today that i:s 
members agreed that the oxygen in 
Mars’ atmosphere “must be less 
than 1 per cent of that of the 
earth’s atmosphere.” 

Members said the report mean 
that Mars’ atmosphere precludes the 
presence of “life, as we know it.” 
They said, however, that it was pos- 
sible there was vegetation and even 
some sort of animal life. 

The committee reported that the 
temperature on the moon, during ar 
eclipse of the sun, falls in one hour 
from 120 degrees centigrade—which 
is 248 degrees Fahrenheit—to 100 
degrees below zero centigrade—148 
below zero Fahrenheit. The com- 
mission also supported the theory 
that the moon’s surfact consists of 
volcanic ashes and pumice. 

E. M. Antoniadi of the Moudon 
(France) observatory reported 
there were clouds on the planet 
Mercury, but that they are dust 
rather than water clouds. He said 
that for this reason he doubted the 
presence of life on Mercury.

CITY; MANY PERISH 


Death List of 2000 Reported 
at Laohokow, Yangtze 
Still Flooding. 


By the Associated Press. : 

HANKOW, China, July 12.—Dis- 
patches from Northwestern Hupeh 
Province today disclosed that ap- 
palling destruction was being 
caused there by the Han River 
flood, with indications that 2000 
persons have perished in the aed 
of Laohokow. 

Chinese reports said the entire 
city was flooded, destroying 3000 
houses and making 10,000 persons 
homeless, 

Another report said the town of 


Chaotien, 50 miles southeast of 
Ichang, was destroyed by the ram- 
paging Yangtze River when dikes 
there collapsed, and only a few 
families survived. 

Another report said two towns 
on a river above Ichang were de- 
stroyed, with a heavy loss of life. 
Four hundred soldiers were report- 
ed among the dead. 

A small dike constituting Han- 
kow’s outer defense against the 
Han River collapsed, exposing the 
city’s only remaining bulwark—the 
Changkung dike—to the full force 
of the flood. Hankow authorities 
sought to strengthen the dike and 
to raise its height. 


Yangtze Flood Continues. 


The Yangtze River continues to 
flood. The Associated Press corre- 
spondent counted 20 bodies floating 
past the city this afternoon. 
Reliable reports from Shasi, up 
the Yangtze River, indicated that 
city of 100,000 persons faced in- 
creasing flood dangers and starva- 
tion. The magistrate there com- 
mandeered remaining fuod supplies 
and expressed fears of cannibalism 
unless conditions alleviated. De- 
spite the food shortage, the people 
used bags of rice and beans to 
strengthen their dikes. 
City of 300,000 Flooded. 

Kingshow, above Shasi, was re- 
ported flooded. Its normal popula- 
tion is 300,000. Flood debris, in- 
cluding 60-foot trees, was reported 
fouling ships’ propellers and anchor 
chains, and dragging craft from 
their moorings. River captains said 
conditions were the worst in 50 
years. 

A vivid impression of _ the 
Yangtze overflow west of Hankow 
was brought here by Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang, and members 
of his entourage, who surveyed 
the stricken territory for 500 miles 
in Chang’s new airliner. 

They said water was pouring 
through a 100-yard breach in the 
dike near Shasi, 250 miles west of 
here, forming a sheet of water 75 
miles long and covering an area of 
at least 1200 square miles. 

All the territory lying between 
the north bank of the Yangtze and 
foothills to the north was a few 
weeks ago a region growing crops 
on which an immense population 
depended for its livelihood.

RUSSIAN STANDARD 
OF LIVING [5 RISING 


Rapid Industrialization Given 
as One Reason; Agriculture 
Being Stabilized. 


Spe:ial to the Post-Dispatch. 

MOSCOW, July 12.—Russia’s 
standard of living is mounting in 
face of the stabilization of her col- 
lectivized agriculture and the rapid 
industrialization of the country. 

The improvement in agriculture 
is resulting in more agricultural 
products being placed on the mar- 
ket with prices falling. On the av- 
erage, they have come down about 
20 per cent in the last six months. 
It has become rather common these 
days to read announcements in the 


newspapers of price reductions in 
Government stores, which reduc- 
tions, in turn, force prices to come 
down in the peasant markets. There 
is more milk; there are more eggs, 
chickens and vegetables in the mar- 
ket places. Butter, which only a 
year ago sold at 16 rubles a pound 
now can be bought at some of the 
peasant markets at three rubles. 
Eggs, which formerly sold at eight 
rubles a dozen, are now available 
at 2% rubles. 

The increased agricultural pro- 
duction is ending “closed stores” 
which were instituted in 1930 soon 
after the policy of rapid collectiv- 
ization was put in effect, precipi- 
tating sabotage by a large portion 
of the peasantry and an acute 
shortage of food. These “closed 
stores” were established to serve 
specific groups of workers; thus, 
‘the Moscow automobile factory 
maintained closed stores which sold 
to its workers exclusively; the ball- 
bearing plant maintained closed 
stores which sold to its own work- 
ers. These stores would sell lim- 
ited quantities of food and goods te 
their members at prices consider- 
ably lower than those prevailing in 
the open market. This rationed alk 
lowance, however, was rarely suffi- 
cient, so that workers would often 
be forced to resort to supplemen- 
tary purchases in the open market 
where prices were exceedingly high, 

No More 

With more food available, many 
of these stores are posting on their 
windows the announcement, “We 
sell to all citizens.” No longer is 
one set of workers favored over an- 
other. The “closed stores,” having 
outlived their usefulness, will prop- 
— be eliminated by the end of 
1935 

The Torgsin stores—formerly the 
busiest establishments in Moscow, 
selling only to the fortunate pos- 
sessors of foreign currency, gold or 
silver—are no longer as crowded as 
they were. Russians are not now 
so eager to exchange their paper 
rubles for “valuta”—foreign money 
—in order to make their purchases 
from the abundant supply of quale 
ity goods on the Torgsin shelves. 
Soviet stores are becoming well 
stocked and the Russian ruble can 
buy a wide variety of goods. 

A further change is also taking 
place with respect to quality of 
manufactured articles. No longer 
faced with fear for the satisfaction 
of immediate necessities, the Soviet 
buyer is now demanding, and ob 
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without obligation.

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RELIEF FOR WHITE-COLLAR UNEMPLOYED. 

One of the groups of unemployed whose plight it 
has been most difficult to better by relief measures 
is that composed of white-collar workers. These per- 
sons are not fitted by physique, training or experi- 
ence to take part extensively in the public works 
projécts which have provided places for unemployed 
labor, both skilled and unskilled. To avoid placing 
these office workers, clerks, teachers, étc., on an 
Outright dolé, relief authorities have brought forth 
innovations in employment measures. 

The $4,880,000,000 work relief fund now being 
expended opens several new fields for the white- 
collar unemployed, many of which promise benefits 
to the Government and the general public as well. 
One undertaking, for which an allotment of $9,370,000 
has been made, is a complete census of business activ- 
ities, except agriculture and manufacturing. This 
is intended to yield information important to indus- 
try, not available previously from census figures. 

Two other projects will pay dividends, it is ex: 
pected, in adding to governmental reventies. These 
are an investigation of industries subject to excise 
taxes, for which $7,983,725 has been allotted, and 
an examination of 350,000 income tax returns, which 
the Treasury Department is unable to check with its 
present force. The latter is to be eovered by an al- 
lotment of $6,559,000. These surveys, it is indicated, 
will give valuable information to the Government, as 
well as disclosing possible cases of evasion. 

Indexing by families and localities all persons cov- 
ered in the 1900 census, a task for which $2,000,000 
has been set aside, will help the Census Bureau in 
checking applications for old-age pensions. Another 
projected survey is that of recreational facilities and 
needs over the country, which will cost. $3,444,132.

MINORITY RULE IN THE CITIES. 

Some significant facts about government by de- 
fault have been compiled by the International City 
Managers’ Association. Analyzing 1933 and 1934 
council election figures in 800 cities of more than 
10,000 population, it finds that only 41 per cent 
of the population above 21 years of age took part. 
Only 60.4 per cent of the persons eligible to vote in 
those cities took the trouble to register, and hardly 
more than two-thirds of these actually voted. The 
largest cities, those over 500,000 population, had the 


worst record. About half of the eligibles registered, 


but 30 per cent of these did not vote. 

So we have in our great cities government by 
minority. Nationally, the condition is little better. 
In the 1932 presidential election, only 54 per cent 
of the total population above 21 voted. 

Here is a point of attack for those who are con- 
cerned over the faults of government, particularly 
local government, If the people can be sufficiently 


aroused and enlightened to express an intelligent 


choice as to their political leaders, there is hope for 
ending many of the current evils.

The Shattered Dream 


T is probably true that the Ethiopian war 

marks the end of the international sys- 

tem established by the victors in the 
World War. The system has been unable to 
stop the Japanese advance in China. It has 
been unable to enforce as against Germany 
the military clauses of the Versailles Treaty. 
It is unable to stop Italy's invasion of Ethi- 
opia. The Covenant, the Kellogg Pact and 
the Washington treaties are impotent in the 
face of the three great Powers which 
emerged from the war dissatisfied with the 
settlement. 

To denounce them as immoral may tem- 
porarily hide our disappointment, but it will 
not long conceal the truth, which is that 
the causes of the failure lie not in their 
wickedness but in ourselves. We shall do 
better for the future by a searching ex- 
amination of ourselves than by an outburst 
of righteous indignation against them. For 
at Paris in 1919, supreme power over the 
destinies of the civilized world was in the 
hands of Great Britain, France and the Unit- 
ed States. Where power is, there, too, is the 
responsibility. 

That power was used to impose A settle- 
ment which in essence pre-empted the rich 
places of the earth for the Western victors 
and denied to Germany, Italy and Japan 
the legal and moral right to build for them- 
selves empires resembling those which the 
victors already possessed. The Covenant, 
the Kellogg Pact, the Washington treatiés 
gave international approval to the existing 
empires and sought to outlaw the conquest 
of new empires. We were confirmed in our 
possessions—the three outsiders were pro- 
hibited from acquiring possessions. 

- * * 


This settlement presented three possibili- 
ties. It might have been maintained by the 
united force of the satisfied victors, ruth- 
lessly and persistently directed against chal- 
lenge from any quarter. This was in sub- 
stance the policy that Clemenceau and Foch 
hoped for. 

It might have been maintained by prompt 
and shrewd compromise, under which, 
through opening of markets, access to raw 
materials, financial assistance, colonial ar- 
rangements and a persistently generous re- 
spect for their wounded sensibilities, the 
people of the three dissatisfied Powers 
would have been brought to feel that they 
had the opportunities they needed and a 
dignity compatible with their history. This 
was really thé hope of Wilson, of Briand 
and Stresemann, and the faith centered upon 
Geneva. | 

The third possibility was that the settle- 
ment would be upset as soon as the dis- 
satisfied Powers had re-established their 
military power. This is the actual outcome 
which has been unfolding. itself since that 
historic day in September, 1931, when Japan 
began to move against Manchuria. 

The failure of the post-war peacé system 
must be ascribed to the fact that the West- 
ern victors have had neither the will to de- 
fend it with force nor the wisdem to save 
it by concessions, They have believed in 
their wishes. They have hoped that by some 
miracle they would have neither to yield 
anything substantial nor to fight in order 
not to yield anything substantial. 

In a world of rebellious great Powers, thev 
have tried to combine the advantages of 
imperialism with the conveniences of paci- 
fism. They relied on the law they had writ- 
ten, on the moral dicta they declared, on 
their own sentiments against troublé and 


disorder, to hold in check those to whom 
they were prepared to yield nothing sub- 
stantial on the basis of rational argument. 
What they had won by the sword, they 
hoped to keep by passing resolutions and 
becoming indignant, 

They invited the result which we are wit- 
nessing. Because they were impervious to 
argument and unwilling to share the results 
of their past conquests, they taught the 
péoples of the dissatisfied Powers that rea- 
son would not prevail over force, that by 
courteous argument they could not hope to 
énter equally into the opportunity and the 
status that the victorious great Powers en- 
joyed. 

Because they were unwilling to unite and 
to fight if they were challenged, they taught 
the dissatisfied Powers that it was safe to 
defy them. They behaved like the nobles 
of France before 1789 who were too demor 
alized to fight in their own defense and too 
shortsighted to yield when the _ situation 
might still have been controlled. They have 
provoked what is in fact a revolution against 
their international order, and this revolu- 
tion, like all the others that have preceded 
it, is brutal and terrifying.

The attempt will again be made to estab- . 


lish an international order in which nations 
can live at peace. May those who attempt 
it the next time learn the lesson of our 
failure: that we have tried to obtain the 
benefits of order without paying the price. 

The price is the will to defend the exist- 
ing order by arms and the wisdom to pre- 
serve it by concessions. To be unwilling 
to fight and unready to compromise is to 
prepare the ground for revolution and for 
war. For in world affairs, as in domestic 
affairs, force and compromise dombined are 
the enérgy of government. 

We have failed because we have tried to 
renounce force and at the same time to re- 
fuse compromises. By force alone, we could 
not have preserved order. For we did not 
have sufficient force. We eould not have 
preserved it by. concessions alone, for to con- 
cede when you are known to lack the will 
to resist is to invite unlimited and intoler- 
able demands. In the world as we know it, 
force and compromise cannot be left out of 
diplomacy. Nor can the two be separated, 
as sO many think they can be. For the art 
of statesmanship is to use them both, hav- 
ing determined at each juncture their best 
proportions, 

It is an art not yet mastered bv the paci- 
fist democracies or by thé military autocra- 
cies. Until it is mastered, we shall see no 
peace that promises to endure.

NCLE SAM now is casting an 
[J inauiring eye on antiques. 
Commissioner of Customs 
James H. Moyle has ordered a gen- 
eral “tightening up” at the 10 ports 
of entry where “artistic antiquities,” 
if established as productions of an 
earlier date than 1830, are entitled 
to free entry to the United States, 

Moyle’s action has helped to swell 
Federal revenues. In a recent ship- 
ment from abroad to New Orleans, 
heavy duties were imposed on sup- 
posedly “antique” china, entered as 
pre-1830 variety. One of the plates 
happened to bear a design of the 
steamship Great Eastern, which did

Weston’s crack about the brain 
trust lived. One day at Krum EIl- 
bow, in the summer of 1932, some 
bright news hawk saw a group of 
young “intellectuals” hanging about 
Hyde Park and recalled Weston’s 
old wise cracks—“Moley and the 
Brain Trust.” It stuck. 

The trouble with the New Deal 
Brain Trust was that it didn’t stick 
to Brain Trusting on the § staff 
model. Brain Trusters tried to ex- 
ecute as well as plan. In one of 
the greatest mass efforts the world 
has ever seen, there never was a 
pure co-ordinating staff which 
planned and watched the execution 
of plans and never itself acted. 

Because the New Deal was big 
beyond the power of any single 
mind to co-ordinate, it simply ran 
all over the map. It became both 
unwieldly and contradictory, and, 
if it isn’t drawn together and sys- 
tematized soon, it is going to pop 
like a bubble from sheer. expansion.

Their engagement, which for 
some time was secret, is the result 
of a childhood romance begun in 
Spain. The two have known each 
other almost since their births in 
Madrid. He is 22, and she 23. 


Princess Convent-Bred. 


Princess Maria Mercedes is re- 
ported to be a quiet, retiring girl, 
only a short time out of the co- 
vent in which she was educated. 
Don Juan, on the other hand, is 
dashing and debonair. He has the 
easy charm and grace of his fa- 
ther, together with the friendly 
self-assurance of a sailor. 

The Princess, daughter of Dun 
Carlos de Bourbon of Paris, has al- 
most as illustrious a lineage as her 
husband-to-be. She can claim 
King Louis XIV of France among 
her ancestors, and she is the niece 
of the Duchess de Guise, wife of 
the pretender to the throne of 
France. 


Previous Marriages. 


The wedding of the Crown Prince 
of the Bourbons is expected to sur- 
pass in magnificence the marriages 
past winter of two of Alfonso’s 
other children, in both of which 
occasions American blood figured.

DR. HENRY L. WOLENER, 
EVE SPECIALIST, DIES 


Former Head of School Board 
Who Practiced Here 53 
Years, Was 74. 


Dr. Henry L. Wolfner, an eye 
specialist here for 53 years and a 
former president of the Board of 
Education, died last night at Jew- 
ish Hospital of a complication of 
diseases after a year’s illness. 

Dr. Wolfner, who was 74 years 
old and resided at 4563 Forest Park 
boulevard, was for several years 
professor of clinical ophthamology 
in the Washington University 
School of Medicine. For 35 years 
he was associated with Dr. Meyer 
Wiener, in the Carlcton building. 
His health precluded him from en- 
gaging in active practice during the 
past year. 

When he was 21, he received his 
degree from the old Missouri Medi- 
cal College, later taking post-gradu- 
ate work in diseases of the eye in 
several European medical centers. 
He was a member of the staffs of 
Jewish and Bethesda hospitals and 
president of the Board of the Home 
for Aged and Infirm Israelites. 

Dr. Wolfner was one of 10 prac- 
titioners, who had given daily serv- 
ice to the sick for 50 years, who 
were honored four years ago at a 
golden jubilee meeting of the St. 
Louis Medical Society. In an in- 
formal group with his associates be- 
fore the meeting he participated in 
reminiscences of the days when he 
used a horse and buggy to visit pa- 
tients and when Forest Park was 
“a long way out.”

Dr. Wolfner was a member of the 
Board of Education, serving as its 
president for the last four years of 
his service. He resigned in 1922, 
explaining that he did so in the 
interest of harmony. 

Dr. Wolfner, who was married for 
50 years, is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Mary Wolfner; two daughters, 
Mrs. Roy M. Edmonds and Miss 
Bessie Josephine Wolfner; a broth- 
er, E. R. Wolfner, of New York; 
two sisters, Mrs. Milton G. Newman 
and Mrs. Rosa Kahn, both of Peo- 
ria, Iil.; and three grandchildren, 
Mrs| Harold L. Seinfeld, of East 
Orange, N. J.; Henry W. Edmonds 
and Miss Mary Betty Edmonds. 

Funeral services will be con- 
ducted by Rabbi Isserman, Sunday 
morning at 9 o’clock at the Her- 
man Rindskopf undertaking estab- 
lishment, 5216 Delmar boulevard. 
The burial will take place privately 
at Mt. Sinai Cemetery.

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Coming to Market Now 


Crop Coming From South and Middle West 
Said To Be Bountiful This 
Year. 


Peaches are . here, Georgia : 
peaches, Carolina peaches and the 
early home-grown, in bushel baskets 
and by thousands of carloads, Geor- 


gia has been shipping for several 
weeks, and now the Carolinas are 
on the market, too. Peach crops 
in the Valley of Virginia, East Ten- 
nessee, the Ozarks, Southern Illi- 
nois and Indiana are coming along; 
also the West Coast peaches, which 
keep the Western fruit stands sup- 
plied and the California canneries 
busy. 

The latest districts have lighter 
crops, but from now on, with the 
home-grown peaches that will keep 
coming, there should be plenty for 
breakfast, lunch, dinner or supper, 
and plenty more to can, dry, pre- 
serve and pickle for next winter. 

Vitamins in Peaches. 

That is an agreeable thought. Few 
fruits are more universally enjoyed 
than a fresh, juicy peach which has 
ripened on the tree. 
fruit does its bit also toward a 
healthful diet, for peaches contain 


ivitamin B and vitamin C and yel- 


low peaches furnish also vitamin 
A. As to varieties of peaches, white 
or yellow, freestone or cling, usual- 
ly there are plenty of each from 
which to choose. 

On our side of the world, peach 
stones were among the seeds or- 
dered by the Governor for the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony in 1629. 
Georgia, however, the last of the 


13 original settlements, turned out] 


to be the greatest peach-growing 
State of them all. 
Use Them Every Way. 

But how will you use this year’s 
crop? Use as many as you can in 
that best way of all, which is the 
fresh peach plain, or sliced and 
served with cream. Slice peaches 
just before serving to keep them 
from turning dark from exposure 
to the air. 

To make a few peaches go as far 
as possible, however, there is peach 
shortcake, fresh slices of peach be- 
tween and on top of baked biscuit 
dough or in a drop biscuit of gen- 
erous size. If you are going to 
cook your peaches, however, you 
can usually delight the family with 
peach cobbler. A peach cake may 
be made with sliced peaches like 
sliced apples in a Dutch apple cake. 
Then there is peach tapioca, which 
is another way of making a few 
peaches go farther than they oth- 
erwise would. 

Peaches are one of the easiest 
and best fruits to can or preserve 
or pickle for winter use. The Bu- 
reau of Home Economics gives di- 
rections: 

Canning Peaches. 

Use only sound peaches, and for 
uniform results grade them for size 
and the same degree of ripeness. 
Wash them thoroughly. To peel 
them, immerse them in boiling wa- 
ter for about one minute, or until 
the skins will slip easily, plunge at 
once into cold water for a few sec- 
onds. Remove the skins, cut the 
peaches into halves and discard the 
pits. To prevent discoloration of 
the fruit, drop the prepared halves 
into a weak salt solution containing 


one teaspoon salt to a quart of wa- 

jaa If you are canning a bushel 
or more at a time or if you are 
using certain firm varieties of 
cling-stone peaches, you may need 
to peel them with lye solution in- 
stead of water. 


CHOCOLATE CAKE WITH NEW

A chocolate cake with. an inter- 
esting icing never lacked for ad- 
mirers. This cake takes only one 
egg and its peppermint icing may 
be either pink or white. 

Chocolate Peppermint Cake, 
Two cups sifted flour 
One teaspoon soda 
One-half teaspoon salt 
One-third cup butter or 

shortening 

One and one-fourth cups sugar 

One egg, unbeaten 

Three squares unsweetened cho- 
colate, melted 

One-half cup thick sour cream 

Three-fourths cup milk 

One teaspoon vanilla 

Sift flour once, measure, add soda 
and salt, and sift together three 
times. Cream butter thoroughly, 
add sugar gradually, and cream to- 
gether well. Add egg and beat very 
thoroughly; then chocolate and 
blend. Add about one-fourth of 
flour and beat well; then add 
sour cream and beat’ thoroughly. 
Add remaining flour, alternately 
with milk, beating well after each 
addition. Add vanilla. Turn into 
two grease 9-inch layer pans and 
bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) 30 minutes, or until done. 
Spread Peppermint Frosting be- 
tween layers and on top and sides 
of cake. Decorate with a one-inch 
border of chocolate flakes. Double 
recipe for three 10-inch layers. 

Peppermint Frosting. 

Prepare your boiled frosting. Add 
coloring to hot frosting to give a 
delicate shell-pink tint. Just a tiny 
speck of coloring on the end of a 
knife, or a few drops of liquid col- 
oring is enough. Remove from fire, 
add peppermint, and beat until 
thick enough to spread. Spread on 
cake, While frosting is still soft, 
but cold, sprinkle chocolate flakes 
around top of cake to form one- 
inch border.

A demand by N. Y. Dowell, coun- 
sel for the miners, ‘hat W. B. Hintz, 
a former Peabody official, be called 
to testify regarding coal prices in 
1998 and alleged padding of Pea- 
body expenses was taken under con- 
sideration. 
Jenkins’ motion that members of 
e Trade Commission be subpenaed 
te testify was denied. 


Basis of Progressive Miners’ Ob- 
jections to Contract. 

The petition by the Progressive 
Miners opposing the contract was 
filed with the commission more 
than @ year ago and held that the 
“eost-plus” basis contract, which 
figured in a Federal public utilities 
investigation, would be against the 
publie welfare. 

Objections of the miners, who pe- 
titioned partly as consumers of 
electricity furnished by the utilities 
affected, are based on the premise 
that the utilities would be enabled 
to inerease their rates by paying 
more for coal than would be neces- 
in the open market.

LIQUOR PLAN LIKELY 


Aldermen Expected to Change 


Amendment — May Bar 
3.2 Beer, 


Indications at City Hall that the 


Board of Aldermen, at its meeting 


next Friday, would reject its pro- 


posal to permit saloons to be open 


after 1 p. m. Sundays have been 


growing stronger. 


Since the board's last meeting, 
July 1, when amendments to the 
new liquor bills were adopted, 
preparatory to passage of the meas- 
ures next week, many of the Alder- 
men have been away and the 
board's office has been closed. How- 
ever, the conversation of Alder- 
men drifting in and out of City 
Hall has shown the likelihood of a 
rversal on Sunday liquor sales. A 


poll of the board on the point has 
not been possible. 


Alderman Collins, who has been 
the principal handler of liquor leg- 
islation, has insisted that the new 
hard liquor ordinance follow the 
new State law in prohibiting Sun- 
day sales. He has favored also Sun- 
day closing of 3.2 beer establish- 
ments, although this was not re 
quired by the State, in order to 
protect saloons, which musi pay 
$300 annual license fees, against 
competition. 

What Bills Provide Now. 

The bills pending before the Al- 
dermen would prohibit 3.2 beer 
sales on Sundays and would at- 
tempt to legalize sale of hard liquor 
and 5 per cent beer on Sundays, ex- 
cept between 1:30 a. m. and 1 p. 
m. Following the board’s action 
on the amendments there was con- 
siderable public criticism, both by 
persons who thought it would be a 
mistake to permit liquor sales on 
the Sabbath and by 3.2 beer dealers, 
who complained of discrimination. 

Vote on the amendment to per- 
mit opening of saloons Sunday af- 
ternoons and nights was 19 to 8. 
President Mason and Aldermen Col- 
lins were among the eight voting 
against this change, all on the 
ground of conflict with the State 
law, although all but Mason said 
they had no objection to Sunday op- 
eration of saloons, after noontime. 
It was not explained how saloons 
might legally operate on Sundays 
in violation of the State law, but it 
was suggested the State statute 
might be attacked in court. An 
amendment to apply the same Sun- 
day hours to 3.2 beer places failed 
of passage. ‘ 

The St. Louis County League of 
Municipalities, meeting at Clayton 
City Hall last night, voted to leave 
to the individual suburbs the ques- 
tion of prohibiting or permitting 
Sunday sales of 3.2 beer and the 
fixing of fees for 3.2 establish- 
ments. 

An informal poll showed five 
towns favoring closing of these 
places on Sundays and four towns 
taking the opposite view, largely 
because the State law permits Sun- 
day sales of 3.2 beer. Brentwood, 
which already had prohibited Sun- 
day sales; Clayton, Maplewood, 
Rock Hill and Webster Groves 
were for closing. University City, 
Kirkwood, Ferguson and Florissant 
were for opening. A Richmond 
Heights law representative re- 
frained from voting and other 
towns were not represented.

FAILURES OF PUPILS 
GUSTLY, SAYS GERLING 


City Pays Out $500,000 Year- 
ly to Educate Children Who 
Don’t Pass in Studies. 


It cost St. Louis taxpayers $500,- 


000 a year for the education of 
public school pupils who failed in 
their studies and had to repeat, 
Superintendent of Instruction Ger- 
ling of the Board of Education told 
the Downtown Kiwanis Club at 
luncheon at Hotel Statler yester- 
day. 

The superintendent blamed im- 
proper distribution of the subject 
matter in the curriculum, the 
tendency to enter the various stages 
of school too early in life and the 
inclination to sociability among 
pupils, rather than application to 
lessons, ag among the principal 
causes of failures. 

Concerning the curriculum, he 
cited mathematics as an example, 
saying algebra might have to be 
taken from the first high school 
year, the average of failures here 
in that mathematical study in that 
year being 15 per cent of the stu- 
dents. 

“I received my Phi Beta Kappa 
key for mathematics,” remarked 
the scholarly school head. “I’m 
sorry I ever learned anything 
about the subject.” 

Manual Training No Panacea.

courses had been offered by some 
educators as a panacea for fail- 
ures but the courses failed them- 
selves in that respect, he continued, 
Although he had no quarrel with 
kindergarten and pre-kindergarten 
education, he objected to the ad- 
mission of 6-year-olds to grade 
school, on the ground they were 
not prepared to learn. A child of 
that age, for instance, could hot 
hold a reader steady and had dif- 
ficulty following a printed line. For 
about 23 years the minimum age 
in the St. Louis schools has been 
6 in the first grade and 5 in the 
kindergarten. 


“We pay a big bill for the 5-year- 
olds and get no return,” Dr, Gerling 
said. “People talk of summer 
schools, pushing the children along 
into high school quicker, but when 
they get there they fail the first 
year. The children are rushed along 
too fast; there is too much  ac- 
celeration; there is no time to think, 
That’s the trouble with the world 
today. Children shouldn’t get into 
the formal work of elementary 
school as early as they do or into 
the high school as early as they 
do. 

“There is a general movement in 
education in the direction of diver- 
sification. Now the emphasis is not 
on the elementary or high school, 
but on the vocational school, adult 
education and special schools of all 
kinds. That program is going to 
grow by leaps and bounds and if 
the movement of the American 
people favoring it comes to fruition 
we are going to have to face a 
larger school tax rate. 


High School Students Increase, 


“For the last six years 1000 more 
pupils have been entering high 
school here each year. That would 


mean ordinarily a new $1,500,000 
high school every second year, but 
we have used vacant rooms in 
elementary schools instead, to save 
money.” 


Presence of more older pupils in 
the schools now than formerly was 
not responsible for the increased 
failures, Dr. Gerling declared. 
Other former factors no longer en- 
tering the problem, he added, were 
the character of neighborhood 
where pupils resided, foreign an- 
cestry of some pupils, employment 
of older teachers or preponderance 
of women teachers. Teachers over 
40 years old made a better show- 
ing than their younger colleagues 
as far as preventing failures was 
concerned, the superintendent re- 
lated, saying, “The new system the 
younger ones learned in college evi- 
dently doesn’t work so well” It 
was a “fable” that men were bet- 
ter teachers than women, he con- 
tinued. 


It costs $100 a year, on the aver- 
age, to operate the St. Louis schools 
for 100,000 children, the superin- 
tendent related, so that every child 
repeating a course for a year cost 
$100 extra.

rary Investment.

NEW YORK, July 12. — The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
has relinquished its control over the 
Harley L. Clarke utilities system, of 
which Utilities Power & Light Cor- 
poration is the principal holding 
company and the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis is a unit. 

Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
RFC, announced last night that the 
Government agency had traded $2,- 
260,000 in notes and interest of the 
Webster Securities Corporation, 
Ciarke’s* personal holding company, 
.to the Atlas Corporation for an 
equal principal amount of 5 per 
cent debentures of Utilities Power 
& Light. Atlas bought the deben- 
tures recently in the open market. 

Webster Securities Corporation 
controls Public Utilities Securities 
Corporation, known as Pusco, which 
in turn is a holding company over 
Utilities Power & Light. Jones said 
that RFC representatives, recently 
elected directors of Pusco, had re- 
signed. 

“Temporary Investment.” 

The Atlas Corporation, according 
to Floyd B. Odlum, president, con- 
sidered the transaction a temporary 
investment and had no intention of 
becoming actively interested in the 
management of Utilities Power & 
Light.

How RFC Got Control Over $400,- 
000,000 Utility System. 
The RFC’s control over the $400,- 


900,000 Clarke system grew out of 
the $90,000,000 loan it made to the 
old Central Republic Bank & Trust 
Co. of Chicago. 

Included among notes held by 
the bank and assigned to the RFC 


as security was one of the Web- 
ster Securities Corporation for 
about $2,000,000. All of the common 
stock of Pusco was pledged as col- 
lateral for this note. Pusco, super- 
holding company of the Clarke 
structure, had working control of 
Utilities Power & Light through 
ownership of 40 per cent of the vot- 
ing stock. 

As a result of this situation the 
RFC last March dictated election 
of a majority of the board of di- 
rectors of Pusco. Thus the Gov- 
ernment was enabled, if it wished, 
to exercise control over the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. The directors elect- 
ed through the influence of the 
RFC were George Murnane of New 
York; Jerome Thralis, New York 
lawyer; A. A. Berle Jr., New York, 
a Roosevelt adviser; Frederick P. 
Smith, New York lawyer; John L. 
Hopkins, Chicago lawyer. 

Position of the RFC. 

From the start the RFC took the 
position that it was not interested 
in directing the operating utility 
companies held by Utilities Power 
& Light but merely occupied the 
role that would be taken by any 
private banker desiring to liquidate 
a loan. 

In consequence speculation in fi- 
nancial circles had turned to the 
eventualities that would ensue 
should the RFC, as it now has 
done, sell the note and collateral 
which gave it dominance over the 
huge utilities system. 

With the Atlas Corporation suc- 
ceeding to the position of the RFC, 
at least temporarily, that specula- 
tion has been renewed. One of the 
possibilities which had been dis- 
cussed was that the North Ameri- 
can Co. might be able to realize 
its long-cherished ambition to ac- 
quire the Laclede Power & Light 
Co., one of the units in the Clarke 
system, and eliminate it as a com- 
petitor of Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., a North American sub- 
sidiary. 

Last April an RFC spokesman 
at Washington, emphasizing the 
Government agency’s position in 
wanting only its money, pointed out 
that the $2,000,000 note could be dis- 
posed of any time, but that if any- 
one else wanted to take it up Clarke 
probably would receive notice. On 
June 26 Clarke received another 
month in which to find funds to 
take up the note.

Successor to Dr. E. B. Clements to 
Be Chosen at Columbia.

Eye Troubles 
Often Caused 
By Other Ils 


While Usually Serious, They 
Are Sometimes Exagger- 
ated.

SAT today in the clinic of what 
| I suppose every oculist would 
acknowledge to be the greatest 
hospital for eye diseases on earth— 
Moorfield’s in London. Two things 
impressed me the most. First, that 
so many eye trou- 
bles can be helped | 
by such simple j 
means; second, 
that eye troubles 
so often are 
nothing more nor 
less than a local 
expression in the 
eyes of a general 
bodily disease. 

Let us try to } 
exemplify these 
ideas in the order | 
named, 

That most eye 
troubles are seri- 
ous. And, in a 
way, I mean they 
are exaggerated. 

It is natural to exaggerate them. 
Heaven knows, when your eyesight 
seems to fail you naturally worry. 
But here is an example: 


Quick Cure. 


A middle-aged man came in, led 
by his granddaughter. Both eyes 
were bandaged. He was fairly 
blubbering with fright and fear. 
He had wakened up that morning 
to find the sight in his right eye 
gone. He was blind in one eye, he 
kept repeating. He had promptly 
had both eyes bandaged and came 
to Moorfield’s. He was sure the 
whole thing was due to some very 
potent gin he had consumed the 
night before. 

The doctor made a rapid exami- 
nation and smiled. He put a drop 
of cocaine in the offending eye— 
and then removed a fair-sized cin- 
der. 

The inflammation caused by the 
cinder had blinded the eye, and the 
gin had only played the role of an 
anesthetic—it had covered up the 
pain of the cinder’s entrance. 

Other patients came and went. 
In general, the spectator gathered 
that their troubles were not nearly 
so serious as they thought. They 
were more cheerful as they left. 


Unusual Cases. 


The attending oculist, who sees 
thousands of these cases a year, 
showed us a most curious illustra- 
tion. 

The patient was a woman of 35, 
plainly clothed, but neat and evi- 
dently educated. She had come to 
the hospital several weeks before, 
because of constant dimness of vi- 
sion. Careful examination revealed 
very little. She wore glasses which 
were found to be correct. (How sel- 
dom will most eye examiners ad- 
mit that your glasses are correct.) 
The eye grounds and optic nerve 
showed no disease. The only thing 
noticed was that the pupils were 
large and did not contract to light. 
The natural suggestion was that 
she had been using atropine. But 
she denied the use of any drugs, 
until after careful questioning she 
said she had been using suppoéi- 
tories, which it was found con- 
tained atropine. 

After discontinuing them, 
eye troubles cleared up.

American trade agreement are spe- 
cifically excepted. 

The new agreement contains no 
mention of, and in no way relates 
to, the long-pending Russian debt 
question involving more than $700,- 
000,000 in debts contracted by the 
Czarist and Kerensky governments. 

Statement at Washington. 

The State Department’s official 
announcement said: 

“An agreement to facilitate and 
increase trade between the United 
States and the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics was concluded at 
Moscow today in an exchange oP 
notes between Ambassador Wil- 
liam C, Bullitt and the Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Maxim Lit- 
vinoff.
